CLASS HISTORY 
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Crack! went the ball as the speedy Freshmen class 
rounded first base at P.H.8. in 1937. On the sidelines, 
leading the team to victory were our class officers, 
president , Charles Billings; vice president, Ray Allard; 
secretary arrd treasurer, Doris Olson, We chose Miss 
Hacket-t as sponsor of our organization* 

That same familiar noise, like the sound of a bat 
hitting a ball, was evident at our Frosh Reception; 
paddles flew about with three point landings. How silly 
we felt with all that "green stuff” around our arms and 
legs and bransacks for clothes. 

Our Frosh baseball team must have hit that ball 
because it would have been a double if our star catcher 
"Squeak” Burgess had pulled in his ears. Mr. Moore, 
our coach, was forever in Shortstop Williams' hair for 
not getting to bed on time the night before a game. Was 
it Williams' late hours that made our team come through 
with flying colors, undefeated at the end of the season,? 
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Our Hallowe ! en party went over with n bang. 1 No 
small part of Its success was due to the nine or ten 
doughnuts and the four or five glasses of cider each 
drank , 

The Frosh basketball team coached by Mr. Call 
Is worth mentioning. Our team made the seniors look 
sad. We went ■ through the class tournament finals so 
fast, "Squeak 1 a 11 hair was still flying when we reached 
the showers. 

Exam time rolled around all too quickly and before 
we knew it we had reached second base. 
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1938-1939 And here we. are rounding second base, all 
38 of us safe and sound. We scarcely had a chance to 
pick out our favorite seats in Study Hall when we were 
ordered by the Seniors to decorate the hall for the 
Freshman Reception. Of course, we were glad that our 
finger had a place in the pie and that this year we 
could stand by and laugh as we had been laughed at a 
year ago. The hall looked swell, if I may say so, but 
then we 1 41-ers were noted for doing a good Job on 
anything we started. 

We had a few new umpires here and there, probably 
known as teachers to you. Miss White had replaced 
Miss Purinton, who struck out and thought she'd be 
better off in Rochester. Mr. Anderson came to us from 
Massachusetts and in fair exchange, we gave Mr. Moore 
to the Bay State. Miss Cole took Mr. Sartwell's place 
behind the desk in the commercial department. 
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Ouch,' We should've known itj It's the football 
bug doing its annual biting and say, did it bite our 
boys! "Squeak 11 Burgess, Roy Parker, Hugh Williams 
and Richard Zechner rendered their services and helped 
bring good old P. H, S, to a victorious ending. Say, 
do you know what happened? Hugh Williams, accidently, 
if course, got himself in between, a bunch of boys, whc 
like old meanies, broke his leg. Well, Hugh had a 
nice vacation of about six weeks, which we thought was 
unfair, because all this time we were being overworked 
by our teachers. 

The photographers paid us a visit that year. 
Putting on our prettiest smile, we posed for the phot- 
ographers like good little sports. The class was 
rather disappointed at not seeing Connie Pratt's, 
Leo Pomainville ' s, and Hugh Williams' pictures in the 
album. Hugh was still sporting a cast and Connie and 
Leo — well, we heard the photographers purchased a new 
camera. 

Here we were still rejoicing over our football 
victories and Coach Lahtinen was calling basketball 
meetings. Although only a few of our classmates were 
able to help out the varsity, a large percentage play- 
ed their part in. ranking up a swell Junior varsity team. 
Only a few games had been played when our very popular 
coach thought he'd been here long enough, so he packed 
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up his bags and left for Massachusetts. Mr. Bob White 
who filled his place to the nth degree, picked up the 
strings and brought in a few more trophies to adorn 
our study hall. Mr. Lahtinen's leaving meant a change 
in our science teachers. Mr. Anderson took over the 
mechanical drawing classes and Coach White took his 
place as science teacher. 

It was necessary for us to elect class officers 
and so we gathered our little selves into Miss Hack- 
etts room. The girls had v.ery little to say, as 
there were only 11 of us against 27 boys; consequently 
the girls had no part in the class cabinet. Roy Park- 
er was chosen president, Stanley Burgess, vice presi- 
dent, and Richard Zechner secretary and treasurer. 

Shortly after the Christmas vacation two of our 
classmates left Proctor High. Mildred G-uyette went to 
Randolph to live and Walter Kimberly to Rutland. 

Spring just crooked that little finger of hers 
and we were all struck with spring fever, a state that 
we enjoyed, but the teachers didn't. 

It seemed as if June was here before we could 
count to ten. Our sister class of *39 was graduated 
that year and we were ready to run to third base. 
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1939-1940 We slid on to third base and Mr, Joy yel- 
led “Safe by a long shot." Dignified little Juniors 
were we with our eyes set on home plate. On third 
base we found a few new coaches including Miss McCor- 
mick, Mr, Wolcott, Miss Yuill, and Mr, Bridge* Miss 
McCormick replaced Miss Cole who decided to leave 
after a year's training with our club, Mr, Wolcott 
was pinch hitting for Miss Hubbard and Miss Yuill came 
to us from Massachusetts. Mr. Bridge came to chop up 
some wood for the manual training outfit but left at 
the half year, Mr, Steward took his place. We find 
a new member on our team, Helen Macek from Pittsford, 
small but can she whack 'em. Peter Kamuda and Rita 
Lyman have retired, no pension though, Louis Vigneau 
left to Join another ball club. 

The Junior class accomplished the outstanding 
feature of the year with a successful Junior prom. 
But let us go back first and review our scores before 
the prom. 



We had charge of the refreshments for the Fresh- 
man Reception* Even dignified people have to eat and 
eat we did. Never before in the history of a Proctor 
High School Freshman Reception was ice cream and cake 
served — but then, we do like original ideas. 

On the Student Council the Junior class was well 
represented by three members: chairman of Service 

Committee, Hugh Williams; chairman of social com- 
mittee, Connie Pratt; and Junior class representative, 
Cheater Peterson, 

Dancing classes were begun and for the first 
time were successful. Even ball players have to keep 
trim so we did our share in making them a success, 
These classes helped to bring about a successful prom. 
The varsity sports as well as the minor sports 
were dominated by members of the Junior class. The 
reason for this was the number of boys in the class, 
their ability, their muscular coordination, their 
fortitude and determination. The girls were repre- 
sented on the cheer leading squad, 

A large number of Juniors were to be found in 
the glee clubs. 

This brought to a close our third baseball sea- 
son — and a successful season we must say. 
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SENIOR 


1940-1941 It Is now the last of the fourth inning and 
the seniors are still at bat. We must win, as this is 
our last game. There are several new coaches on the 
side lines. Miss Stevens is in Miss Barber’s place in 
the French and Latin room; Mr. Godek, in Mr. Purcell’s 
place, is an English Instructor; Miss Hubbard in Mr. 
Eldred’s place; Mr. Birt in Mr. White’s place, and 
Miss Renehan in Miss Bardwell's place. 

The senior game had hardly begun when a salesman 
appeared with a display of maroon uniforms (caps and 
gowns) which we voted to wear in June. 

We next chose as managers for the year Ray All- 
ard, president; Richard Zechner, vice president; Cath- 
erine Chamberland, secretary and treasurer. 

In September, plans were made to initiate the 
Freshmen, our new members on the tram. Our blonde ma- 
tinee idol, Chet Peterson, was master of ceremonies at 
the evening .performance. After the hilarious feats, 
which were performed by the Freshies, the swingsters 
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of P, H. S, started a regular old "Jam" session. This 
band of "swing kings" was composed of Robert Joy, 
Charles Billings, Hunk Genola, Leslie Faignant, and 
Dick St. Peter. 

In December, the annual Senior play, "The Queen's 
Husband,” under the direction of Miss Hackett and Mr, 
Godek, was produced and proved a great success. Rob- 
ert Joy and Connie Pratt were the king and queen res- 
pectively; Doris Olson played the part of the princess 
and Chet Peterson, the hero. Thirteen other seniors 
took various parts and did themselves credit. 

This year the class boasted of not only athletes 
among the boys but also among the girls, The girls 
won the inter-class basketball tournament. The cheer- 
leading squa«d will be minus three seniors— Doris Olson, 
Helen Haley, aid Catherine Chamberland. 

Next on the program came the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operetta, "The Pirates of Penzance," which was under 
the direction of Miss Renehan, Many of the seniors 
helped to make this affair a great success, 

Robert Joy, the senior class vocalist, entered 
the state vocal contest and won first prize in the 
district and third in the state. Bob not only won 
this prize, but placed first in the district in the 
Vermont Essay contest, Connie Pratt placed second in 
the district In this same contest. 
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We did our bit In the Home Ec, play presented by 
Miss Yulll, as well as In the pageant conducted by 
Miss Hemenway's physical education classes. 

Now as our game nears Its close, we look back 
with pleasure on our four happy years at P. H. S. and 
feel a bit sad that we must end our history here.
